Successive' owners were Milo Brit- 
ton, George Shufelt, William Story, 
Therpn Hollister, and in 1870 "to 
John R. Arnold, who .by. that time 
paid $700 for the same tract, Ar- 
nold's estate went through court

American farmers work only six per cent of the 
world's tillable land. Yet they produce 45 per cent.of 
the world's meat, 85 per cent of its corn, and similarly 
high proportions of other basic foods. 

So outstanding a record is the result of various 
factors. One. is the progress made in scientific land 
conservation and utilization. Another is the superbly 
efficient and economical machinery by the farm equip- 
ment industry. And another is something that every 
American uses every day In one form or another— oil. 

The farmer is the world's largest user of trucks 
and tractors. He commands more mechanical horse 
power than Is used In all the rest of industry — but he'd 
have none at all If. it weren't for gasoline and lubri- 
conts. To put the situation another way, a generation 
ago each farm worker had about 2.2 horsepower at his 
command. Now he has some 50 horsepower — and oil 
is the fodder that makes those particular horses go. 

And power doesn't tell the whole story of oil's 
work in agriculture. Loss and damage from weeds, 
insects and plant diseases is very heavy on the farm, 
running into the bUUons annually, This waste has 
been materially reduced in late years through the use 
of sprays and dusts which ore derived from oil, and 
are called petrochemicals. Agriculturally-derived fer- 
tilizers are other important farm tools. 

• Next October, Oil Progress Week will be observed. 
The achievements the week is to commemorate have 
beneficially touched us all — and some of the greatest 
of them have been in agricultural fields.

The Trutfi About "Partnerthip" 

One of the best ideas developed by this Adminis- 
tration has been tfie "partnership" plan of electric 
power development. But it has been widely misrep- 
resented. 

Partnership does not mean the end of public 
power. It does not mean that great resources will be 
"given away'. 1 to ruthless private interests and ex- 
ploitation. It does mean, to the contrary, that the fed- 
eral government, state and local government, and pri- 
vate enterprise will work together to develop needed 
projects in the quickest passible time and at the lowest 
possible cost — to the benefit of every consumer of the 
power. It means that Important new sources of tax 
revenue will become available for government on all 
levels, And the work will be done under regulations, 
laws and contracts which will fully protect the interest 
of all concerned, and make exploitation of. the public 
impossible. 

It is a function of government to control floods and 
reclaim land. Electric power is a by-product of such 
operations. But it is not a function of government 
to go into the commercial power business — any more 
than it is a function of government to provide us with 



anjt other commercial service or comrriodlty. Under 
partnership, regulated private enterprise will do Jobs 
which It Is superbly fitted to do— and which the past 
socialist mania has prevented It from doing. The peo- 
ple wilt get power at the lowest practical price;' And 
the public treasuries will get tax money they sorely' 
heed.

Progress Against Handicaps 

People In the United States enjoy the greatest. re- 
tall service In the world. It is easy to see why after 
reading examples of regulations under which Western 
European retailers live, as described by David Carson 
of the School of Retailing, University of Pittsburgh. 

In the Netherlands a store keeper has to get ap- 
proval of local Chambers of Commerce before opening 
a store. In Norway "he must notify the police U he 
plans- to advertise a clearance sale, other than the two 
seasonal clearances permitted by law. In West Ger- 
many stores are permitted to give away only souvenirs 
that beth promotional messages, and they are prohib- 
ited by law frfom advertising the event. 

In Switzerland, in, 1D33 to 1945, that country pro- 
hibited establishment of new department and variety 
stores. A discriminatory tax against large -stores has 
■been in effect since 1940, varying on gross receipts 
from % of 1 per cent on cooperatives and specialty 
stores to 2& per cent for department and 4 per cent 
for variety stores. '_ 

In spite of It all, however, Mr. Carson says new de- 
velopments are taking place because "or the Increas- 
ingly closer Integration of the peoples of the -free 
world." But there can be little question that the gov- 
ernment regulations and controls are slowing prog- 
ess. 

The United States has seen political agitation 
against chain stores under the guise of helping inde- 
pendents.. Fortunately, both (for consumers and Inde- 
pendents, such legislation was killed and retailing 
forged ahead In all its branches, as in ho other "nation.

, Recent gifts to the University 
of Illinois and to West Chester 
Stats Teachers College In Penn- 
sylvania I have enriched Shake- 
speare collections in U. S, Insti- 
tutions ot learning. Eight Amer- 
ican colleges now own valuable 
folios In which the playwright's 
collected works were published in 
1623 for the first time. 

Founded by the late Henry C. 
Folger, oil company president who 
spent some $4,5 million on Shake- 
speare items, and administered by 
the trustees of Amherst College 
the Folger. Library is a "kit of 
tools for the study of Shake- 
speare," as Mr. .Folger put It 
The library houses the bard's 
works, source books, allusions to 
hbn, criticism of him and mate- 
rial 4 on' the history of the Shake- 
spearean stage. 

Possessing the largest collection 
of 16th and 17th century English 
books in the Western Hemisphere, 
the Folger also has a record num- 
ber of editions ot Shakespeare's 
works, including 70 first folios, 
every known 18th century edition 
and many 19th century printings. 



Regular Walking 
Arthritis Therapy 

NEW YORK— Arthritis could be 
stopped in Its tracks if the vie* 
tims of this crippling disease 
would discard , their "wheel-chair 
mentality," new medical findings 
indicate. 

Countless thousands of arthritic 
persons not .only suffer needlessly, 
but allow their condition to dete- 
riorate when they fail to practice 
the simple therapy ot regular 
walking, says Dr. Samuel Rosoff, 
well-known New York pedlatrist. 

Dr. Rosoff said that examination 
of hundreds of arthritic patients 
disclosed that the ailment can be 
arrested and physical vigor re- 
stored by "keeping the feet in 
motion — an activity which pre- 
vents the locking effect of adhe- 
sions between the toes and. the 
articular surfaces." He said that 
a 15 to 20 minute walk every day 
was "remarkably effective" as a 
therapy for regaining muscle tone 
and achieving realignment of bone 
structure in the arthritic person. 
, He warned against "weak imita- 
tions" of the therapy, such as the 
substitution of a Saturday after- 
noon round of golf for a routine 
daily walk. 

The therapy produces good re- 
sults, he said, under condition 
that the feet arc exercised in a 
"healthy environment." which he 
defined as properly fitted shoes.

May End Separation 

DETROIT— A wedding without a 
honeymoon took place recently 
when two German immigrants 
spoke their marriage vows at the 
international boundary on the Am- 
bassador Bridge, connecting De- 
troit and Windsor, Ontario. 

After the ceremony, Herbert B. 

38. went back to Windsor, 
where he is a hospital orderly. 
The former Mrs. Valeria M. Un- 
ser, 40, returned to Chicago, 
where she works for a meat pack- 
ing company. 

Rfedel has been unable to come 
to the United States because quo- 
tas have been filled. Mrs. Rledel, 
who has a son by a previous 
marriage, went to Chicago in 
March, 1953. Now the two are 
hoping the marriage will shorten 
bis separation from bis bride, 
end allow them to be together lor 
a honeymoon.
